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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER

To the Commissioners: 

I herewith respectfully submit a report of the work done bv the 
health department during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1929. 

. Part I 

POPULATION 

The population of the District of Columbia has steadily increased 
until the figures furnished by the United States Bureau of the Census 
estimate the present population to be 552,000, of which 424,400 are 
white and 127,600 colored. The statistical data given in this report 
is therefore based on this estimated population. 



GENERAL BIRTH RATES AND DEATH RATES

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MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY STATISTICS 

General mortality —The general death rate during the calendar year 
1928 was slightly increased as compared with the previous year. 
The rate for the year 1927 was 12.94 for each 1,000 of population, 
while in the year just closed it was 13.11. The total number of 
deaths recorded during the year was 7,239, an increase of 252 over 
the preceding year. The general birth rate fell from 17 per 1,000 of 
population in the calendar year 1927 to 16.29 in the year just closed. 

The total number of births recorded during the year 1928 was 
8,994, a decrease of 181 when compared with the preceding year. 

It will be seen from figures given that while the birth rate decreased 
the death rate slightly increased. 

In studying the deaths recorded it is found that 4,480 were white 
and 2,759 colored. These figures give a white death rate of 10.56 
and colored 21.62. A comparison of these rates with those of the 
preceding year shows the white death rate decreased from 10.70 to 
10.56, and the colored increased from 19.58 to 21.62. 

In considering the most potent cause of death, it is found that 
diseases of the heart (as in the preceding year) rank first with a total 
of 1,260 deaths, nephritis 689, malignant growths 608, pneumonia 638, 
pulmonary tuberculosis 507, and apoplexy 515. 

INFANT MORTALITY 

It is very gratifying to note that the infant mortality in the District 
of Columbia continues to decline. During the calendar year 1928, 
the figures show that for each 1,000 children born during that year, 
64.6 died under 1 year of age. The white rate was 45.3 and the 
colored 107.4. These figures show a marked contrast in the two 
races. 

The following table will show the marked improvement that has 
taken place in the infant death rate in this District during the past 
three vears.

RaMes : — Cases of rabies in animals are still being frequently found 
in the District of Columbia, although the number materially dimin- 
ished during the calendar year 1928, as is shown by the following 
figures. 

During the year 1928, 21 dogs were found to be rabid as compared 
to 67 in the preceding year. The number of persons bitten by rabid 
dogs was 24 against 47 the previous year. In addition to the cases 
mentioned 666 other persons were bitten by dogs, most of which ani- 
mals were found upon examination by veterinarians of the department 
to be in a normal condition. 

The usual proclamation requiring the muzzling of dogs or their 
being held in leash while on the public streets during a certain portion 
of the year was issued by the Commissioners of the District.

Diphtheria. — Diphtheria prevailed to a somewhat greater extent 
during the calendar year 1928 than during the preceding year. 
Fortunately, however, no outbreaks of that disease occurred in any 
institution. The freedom from diphtheria among the inmates of the 
several institutions in this District can probably be attributed to 
some extent at least to the diphtheria immunization work which has 
been carried on by the health department in these institutions. It 
is regretted that available appropriation would not permit of a more 
extensive program of immunization work. Of the 1,268 cases of 
diphtheria reported in the District during the year 1928, 45, or 3.5 
per cent, resulted fatally. 

Scarlet fever. — During the calendar year 1928, 1,289 cases of scarlet 
fever with 7 deaths were recorded. Included in those figures were 
30 cases reported by the Army and Navy hospitals in Washington. 

Typhoid fever. — During the calendar year 1928, 46 cases of typhoid 
fever were recorded with 15 deaths, furnishing a death rate of 32.6 
per cent. The high death rate indicates that the number of cases 
reported does not accurately represent the actual number of cases 
existing and that cases occurred that were not reported to the health 
department as existing law requires. 

It must also be borne in mind that a good many very serious cases 
of typhoid fever among persons living outside the jurisdiction of the 
District of Columbia are brought into the hospitals in Washington 
for treatment and die here, thus increasing to a considerable extent 
the death rate from typhoid fever in this District. It seems hardly 
fair to charge these deaths against the District of Columbia, when 
the disease was in no way traceable to this District. I do not, 
however, know how this situation can be corrected. It is interesting 
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to note that investigation of the 46 cases of typhoid fever reported 
during the year showed that 14 of these cases were contracted outside 
of the District. 

Smallpox. — Twenty-four cases of smallpox, with no deaths, were 
recorded during the calendar year 1928; during the year previous 63 
cases and no deaths were reported. 

Of the 24 cases reported in the year 1928 none of them had ever 
been successfully vaccinated. 

Smallpox hospital. — It is gratifying to report that it w T as not found 
necessary to open this institution for the reception and care of patients 
during the entire fiscal year 1929. 

Quarantine station. — That institution was in active operation 11 
days during the fiscal year, during which time 4 inmates were cared 
for. The total number of patient days rendered was 11, and the 
average stay of each inmate was 3 days. 

Ambulance service. — During the fiscal year 1929, 641 patients 
suffering from minor contagious diseases were removed to the hospital 
for treatment.

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Isolation building jor contagious diseases. — Attention has repeatedly 
been called to the urgent need of a suitable isolation building for the 
care and treatment of persons suffering from minor contagious dis- 
eases. The present isolating wards at Garfield and Providence Hos- 
pitals are antiquated and a modern structure should be provided. 
Efforts to secure the necessary funds to erect and equip a modern 
and suitable hospital for minor contagious diseases has been unsuc- 
cessful. I urgently recommend therefore that the plans for the erec- 
tion of the new buildings at the Gallinger Hospital be altered so as to 
provide for a suitable isolation building as one of the units of the 
general scheme for this municipal institution. 

Venereal diseases. — The total number of cases of venereal diseases 
reported to the Health Department during the calendar year 1928 
was 1,753, of which 1,023 were syphilis, 686 gonorrhea, and 44 chan- 
croid. It is believed that reports of venereal diseases are now being 
more frequently made than was the case during the other years, since 
the act was passed requiring such reports to be made. 

Influenza. — The District of Columbia was visited in the early part 
of the calendar year 1929, like all other places in the United States, by 
an epidemic of influenza. This outbreak originated in California 
and swept practically the entire country. The disease was, however, 
of a much milder type than of the year 1918-19, and the number of 
fatal cases was accordingly much less than in the former epidemic. 
The records of the health department show that a total of 2,288 cases 
were reported, with a total of 86 deaths, before the outbreak was en- 
tirely over. It is regretted that no practical means are known to 
health authorities for the prevention of the spread of that disease. 

INFLUENZA 

The 1928-29 influenza epidemic began about December 15, 1928, 
and came to a close February 2, 1929. During that period there were 
2,288 cases reported. The deaths occurring during the period were 
80 from influenza and 220 from pneumonia, a total from both causes 

of 306.

Disinfecting service. — The terminal fumigation of premises after 
contagious diseases was definitely discontinued January 1, 1929. 
The disinfecting plant and equipment heretofore maintained and 
operated by the health department was at the request of the authori- 
ties at Gallinger Hospital and the United States Jail, and with the 
approval of the commissioners, transferred to those institutions. 

Public crematorium. — The crematorium was in active service only 
31 days during the fiscal year 1929. The health department was 
forced to discontinue the operation of this institution because of the 



I 
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dilapidated and dangerous condition of the retorts in which bodies 
were cremated. 

Repeated attempts had been made by the District of Columbia 
repair shop to put these retorts in proper condition to be used, but 
it was finally decided that repair was impossible and the attempt to 
operate the plant would likely result in loss of life to the operator and 
the destruction of the building. An effort was made to secure an 
adequate appropriation for the installation of new furnaces, but with- 
out success. The building itself is in need of repairs also, and an 
appropriation of approximately $1,000 is now available for this work, 
which has been ordered to be done. 

The cost of installing two new retorts is estimated by the District 
of Columbia Engineer Department at $10,235, and an item for this 
purpose is carried in the annual estimates of the health department for 
the fiscal year 1931. It is earnestly recommended that every effort 
be made to secure the necessary appropriation. Since the operation 
of the crematory was discontinued, the dead bodies of persons re- 
quired to be disposed of at public expense have been buried in the 
"potter's field" at Blue Plains. 

The total number of dead bodies cremated during the fiscal year 
1929, before the operation of the crematory was suspended, was 159, 
divided as follows: Adults 26, infants 54, and stillborn babies 79. 

Bacteriological laboratory. — The bacteriological laboratory examined 
and reported on a total of 28,886 specimens, which represents the 
largest number of specimens examined in the history of the laboratory, 
and it is difficult to show in cold figures the amount of detail work 
involved. 

There were 14,555 cultures submitted to the laboratory for the 
diagnosis and release from quarantine of persons suffering from, or 
suspected to be suffering from, diphtheria, Thirteen thousand one 
hundred and thirty-four of these cultures gave negative results. 

Five thousand one hundred and ninety-four specimens of sputum 
were examined for the tubercle bacillus, of which 746 were found to 
contain that organism. 

Of the 272 specimens of blood tested by the "Widal reaction" for 
typhoid fever, 57 were positive. 

Bathing pools. — There was an increased number of samples of water 
collected from the various public bathing pools and examined, when 
compared with the preceding fiscal year. The examination showed 
the water in these pools in good condition, indicating that the opera- 
tion of such pools was satisfactory and meeting the required standard 
of the health department. 

Public water supply. — Two thousand one hundred and three samples 
of drinking water were collected and examined during the year. In- 
cluded in these samples were a number collected from some of the 
"common passenger carriers" entering the District. 

Milk. — As heretofore, a close supervision has been kept over the 
bacterial content of the milk sold in the District, and 4,042 samples 
were examined. 

Ice cream.— As in the case of milk and cream sold in the District, 
careful attention was also given the ice cream sold here so that the 
department might know that the product in question was pure, whole- 
some, and safe for public consumption. 

In addition to the foregoing activities of the bacteriological labora- 
tory, a number of samples of foods of various kinds were also examined. 
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Serological laboratory. — A total of 10,543 specimens of various kinds 
were examined during the year, an increase over the preceding year 
of 27 per cent. Six thousand nine hundred and ninety-eight speci- 
mens were submitted for the " complement fixation test," of which 
1,617, or 23 per cent, gave a positive reaction for syphilis. Three 
thousand and eighty-one smears were examined for gonorrhea, and 
of this number, 938 were positive. 

Chemical laboratory. — There was a total of 12,241 samples of all 
kinds examined during the year, divided as follows: Milk, 11,103; 
cream, 227; ice cream, 750; other foods, 17; water, 104; drugs, 12; 
miscellaneous, 4; for police department, 17; coroner, 5; and other 
branches of the District government, 2. 

Dispensaries. — Provision having been made for the health depart- 
ment to occupy premises 512 I Street NW., as tuberculosis dispensary 
and also a venereal dispensary, the building in question was remodeled 
and equipped for such use and was occupied as such July 1, 1928. 
The building is well adapted to the service, and is not only in good 
state of repair but is also quite attractive to the public. Since the 
occupancy of the building the services have grown so rapidly that the 
quarters are hardly adequate at this time. The building contains 
21 rooms and are all occupied. While there has thus far been no move 
to secure additional quarters, it is quite probable that in the near future 
it may become very necessary to do so. 

Tuberculosis division. — There were 1,817 new patients who applied 
for examination and treatment, 398 of whom were found to be positive 
for tuberculosis, 492 negative, and 927 in which a definite diagnosis 
was not made, and the diagnosis in these cases was still pending at the 
close of the year. The 398 positive cases are divided as follows:: 
White males, 94; white females, 123; colored males, 72; and colored 
females, 109. One hundred and thirty of these patients were found 
to be in the incipient stage of tuberculosis, 202 were moderately 
advanced, and 66 far advanced in the disease. 

The total number of visits made by all patients to the clinic was 
7,860, while the number of visits made by the nurses to the homes of 
the patients was 5,017. During the fiscal year, 1,580 X-ray pictures 
were made to aid in the diagnosis of cases. 

During the year the Tuberculosis Association of the District of 
Columbia, a nonofficial organization, undertook a campaign to "round 
up" young children who had been known to be exposed to the infec- 
tion of tuberculosis, for the purpose of having them physically exam- 
ined to ascertain if any of them were suffering from tuberculosis. 
While the work w T as done under the auspices of the tuberculosis asso- 
ciation, the health department cooperated in every way that it could. 
Accordingly arrangements were made to have the children found by 
the tuberculosis association examined in the building used and 
occupied by the health department tuberculosis dispensary, at 512 I 
Street NW., the department furnishing the quarters and one of its 
nurses to aid in the work. Arrangements were also made for the use 
of the X-ray equipment of the department whenever its services were 
requested, the tuberculosis association paying for the materials used 
and for the extra time of the operator of the apparatus. 
, The actual results obtained in this special campaign are not at this 
time known to the health department, but it is believed that the effort 
was well worth while. 
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Venereal disease division of the dispensary. — The following state- 
ment shows the amount of work done at the venereal disease clinic: 

Two thousand five hundred and fifty-four new patients applied for 
examination or treatment during the year. Of this number 458 were 
white males, 208 white females, 1,149 colored males, and 739 colored 
females. Three thousand and twenty-six "Wassermann" examina- 
tions were made for syphilis, 5,363 injections of "Salvarsan," and 
4,955 of mercury were given for the treatment of syphilis. 

Three hundred and twenty-four patients suffering from gonorrhea 
and three from chancroid were also given appropriate treatment for 
their infections. The total number of visits made by all patients to 
the clinic was 18,925. Of the total number of patients treated at the 
clinic, 451 were under 15 years of age, and 50 of these were under 5 
years of age. In addition to the work done at the clinic, the two social 
workers of the service made 3,453 visits to the homes of patients. 

MEDICAL AND DENTAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

I desire again to stress the need for a more adequate medical and 
dental service for the public schools in this District. The present 
corps of doctors, dentists, and nurses is entirely inadequate to give 
the pupils in the public schools the supervision that they should 
receive. With a more adequate force of inspectors and nurses, much 
more can be done than is now possible. It is of the utmost importance 
that the children in the schools of this District should be in good 
physical condition in order that they may pursue their studies in a 
comfortable and efficient manner. 

Examination of pupils in the kindergarten and first grades of our 
schools has shown very clearly that many of them are working under 
physical handicaps that materially interfere with their course of 
study. Everything possible should be done to aid these children in 
obtaining a proper education, and one of the best ways of doing so is 
to see that they are physically and mentally well. With a more 
adequate corps assigned to this work it would at least be possible to 
examine every child as it enters school, and that whatever, if any, 
defects it may have can early be discovered and the appropriate 
treatment applied. 

The number of medical and dental inspectors and nurses has 
remained the same for a good many years, although the school popula- 
tion has rapidly increased. The four dental clinics which have been 
operating for several years have done a great amount of work, but 
more of these clinics should be provided to serve other sections of the 
District that are now practically without such service. 

During the last school year 1928-29, the medical inspectors made 
49,872 partial and 12,012 complete physical examinations, a total of 
61,947. This total includes the complete physical examination in 
the presence of their parents, of 4,568 pupils in the first grades and 
kindergartens, 4,536 in other grades, and 2,110 applicants for permits 
to work under the provisions of the child labor law. The total 
number of visits made to school buildings was 7,981, and to homes of 
pupils 185. 

During the year 5,185 pupils were excluded from school for cause. 
Of 3,890 pupils examined in the kindergarten and first grades, 91.8 
per cent, were found to have some physical defect, such as defective 
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teeth, diseased tonsils, substandard nutrition, enlarged glands, defec- 
tive nasal breathing, anemia, defective vision, skin disease, chronic 
nasal catarrh, pulmonary diseases, nervous diseases, orthopedic 
troubles, defects of speech, heart disease, defective hearing, disease of 
the eye and other ailments. It is quite true that many of the defects 
found were of more or less minor importance, but they should be 
corrected. 

Three hundred and sixty-three applicants for teaching positions and 
440 for admission to the normal schools were given a complete physi- 
cal examination, with the result that 803, or 24.2 per cent, were 
passed, 69.2 per cent were passed conditionally, 5.9 per cent rejected 
temporarily, and 0.4 per cent permanently rejected. 

During the school year the work of immunizing pupils against 
diphtheria was carried on in the public schools by the contagious- 
(lisensc service of the health department. For lack of funds this 
work had to be much curtailed. 

Three thousand three hundred and twenty-two pupils were given 
the Schick test, and of these 2,094 were immunized by the admin- 
istration of toxin-antitoxin. 

In a study of 366 pupils who had on a previous occasion been im- 
munized against diphtheria, it was found that of this number only 8, 
or 1.88 per cent, were susceptible to diphtheria at the present time. 
These eight pupils were reimmunized. 

The dental inspectors made a total of 21,784 dental examinations 
during the year. Of this number 79.3 per cent were found to have 
some dental defect. Four thousand three hundred and sixty-seven 
pupils were treated at the four dental clinics during the school year, 
3,134 being white and 1,233 colored; 81.3 per cent of the pupils 
treated had all their dental work completed. Eighteen thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-eight pupils were cared for by the school 
nurses during the school term. Of the total number of cases handled 
by them, 28.5 per cent of the pupils were cured of their trouble. The 
nurses also made 4,833 visits to school buildings, 6,220 to homes of 
pupils, 1,543 to various clinics, and 1,318 to various cooperative 
agencies. 

REPORT OF SANITARY OFFICER 

Four hundred and forty-nine persons were taken into custody by 
the police department during the fiscal year 1929 and held for 
mental observation.

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BUREAU OF FOOD INSPECTION 

The inspectors in the food service made a total of 106,877 inspec- 
tions during the fiscal year ending Jane 30, 1929. The number of 
food producing and vending establishments registered at the close of 
the year totaled 4,454, an increase of 99 as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. Each of these establishments were inspected on an 
average of 22.22 times during the year. 

One thousand four hundred and six dairy farms shipping milk and 
cream into the District of Columbia for sale, were registered at the 
close of the year; the number of cattle on these dairy farms was 
28,425 at the close of the year. Those dairy farms, practically all 
of which are located outside the District of Columbia, were each 
inspected on an average of 4.69 times during the year. 

Slaughterhouses. — The 11 slaughterhouses in the District were, as 
heretofore, regularly inspected during the year. 

The following table shows the result of prosecution for violations of 
the laws aud regulations relating to food in the District of Columbia 
for the year ending June 30, 1929, with corresponding figures for 
previous year.

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION 

General nuisance inspections. — The total number of official visits 
of all kinds made by the sanitary inspectors during the fiscal year 1929 
was 95,961. Nine thousand seven hundred and eighty-five notices 
were served for the abatement of conditions found to exist in viola- 
tion of existing laws and regulations. In 9,676 instances the condition 
for which notice was served was corrected, leaving 109 notices pending 
at the close of the fiscal year. 

In ^1 9 instances, notices under the assessment system were served 
upon nonresident owners of property in the District of Columbia 
for the abatement of nuisances on their property located in this 
District. In 203 of the cases the nuisance was abated either by the 
owners of the property or by order of the commissioners. In 30 cases 
the work was done by the District and the cost, amounting to $1,648.91, 
assessed against the property concerned. 

Manufacture and sale of mattresses— There were 1,965 official visits 
made to establishments where mattresses and other bedding are made, 
renovated, or sold, and at the close of the fiscal year 255 of these 
places were registered at the health department in compliance with 
the law and regulations on the subject. 
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Boarding homes for children. — At the close of the fiscal year 235 
homes for the care of children under 15 years of age were registered 
in the health department. Much care has been exercised in determin- 
ing the fitness of these homes before a permit has been issued to main- 
tain such place. 

Alley houses. — It is believed that the sanitary condition surrounding 
the homes located in certain public alleys in the District has much 
improved, as during the fiscal year approximately 12,000 inspections 
were made and it was found necessary in only 652 instances to serve 
notice for the abatement of a nuisance. 

Podiatry establishments. — There were 104 of these establishments 
registered at the close of the fiscal year. Inspections of these places 
were made from time to time throughout the year. 

Weeds. — Notices for the removal of weeds from certain lands in this 
District were served in 493 instances and said weeds were promptly 
cur and removed from the said lands. 

Smoke inspection. — The following table shows in detail the work 
done in this service for the year ending June 30, 1929:

The fines and forfeitures paid for violation of the female labor

CHILD-HYGIENE SERVICE 

The child-hygiene service continues to make a satisfactory growth. 
Provision is made in the appropriation act for the fiscal year 1930 
for the establishment of an additional child-hygiene station. This 
station, which will be located at 518 M Street NW, will be opened 
just after the beginning of the next fiscal year, and will serve a section 
of the city that nas heretofore been without such service. It is the 
intention of the department to move the station which has for several 
years past been operated at 925 Twenty-second Street NW. to 
2304 Pennsylvania Avenue NW., where the accommodations and 
facilities are much better. This change will be made July 1, 1929.

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An earnest effort has been made to create more interest in prenatal 
clinics and the health department has now in operation three of these 
clinics. The total number of visits made by expectant mothers to 
these clinics was 702, of which 651 were colored and 51 white. 

The total number of visits made by children to the various child- 
hygiene stations was 49,560, an increase of 1,292 as compared with 
the preceding year. In addition to these visits to the various stations, 
the nurses attached to the service made 31,195 visits to the homes of 
the children. With the opening of the new station at 518 M Street 
NW., making 11 stations in all, the city as a whole is fairly well pro- 
vided; there are, however, some of the outlying sections which should 
be provided for as soon as it may be practicable to do so. 

The following statement shows in detail the amount of work at 
the several stations: 
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THE POUND SERVICE 

During the fiscal year 6,768 animals were handled at the pound as 
follows: 5,112 dogs, 15 horses, 1 mule, 1 goat, 2 hogs, and 1,637 cats. 
These animals were disposed of as follows: 513 dogs redeemed, 1,186 
dogs sold, 18 returned after quarantine, 3,322 killed, and 73 on hand 
at the end of the fiscal year; the cats were killed, and the other animals 
redeemed by the owners or sold by the poundmaster, as provided by 
law. Fees collected amounted to $2,653.81. 

BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS 

Eight thousand nine hundred and ninety-four births, 484 still- 
births, and 7,239 deaths were recorded during the year. 

Three thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight transcripts from 
the records of births and deaths were issued.
